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This commercial disease, like a relapsing 
fever, seems sorely to effect the people of 
the cotton- producing States every summer 
The time at which its periodical parox- 
ysms occur is an unfortanate one on many 
accounts. It sorely depresses the mental 
energies at a time when the sultry heat of 
the summers sun enervates the body. 
Mental and physical discomfort concurr- 
ing. tho sufferers are, in many respoc ta, dis- 
qualified to plan for the ſuture, or enjey 
the present. 

The symptoms of this scourge are visible 
in the anxious countenances of the suffer- 
ers, the stagnation of trade and an appa- 
rent want of public spirit throughout the 
community. 

The sensibilities of the aſſecte ! parties 
seem obtunded. They reluctantly, or al- 
together refuse, to heed the appeals of be- 
nevolence, and often lapse into a hardness 
of heart that leads, in cases predisposed to 
avarice, to an aggressive mania, which 
manifests itselfin extorting, at an untime- 
ly moment, the last dime that may be due 
them. The widow's tears and the orphaa’s 
cries make no impression upon their ob- 
tunded nerves. 

Others depressed by despair seek to pro- 
mote neryous reaction by drinking from 
the flowing bowl the bitter essences exuded 
from the “worm of the still,” or around 
the gaming table try the exhilarating ef- 
fects of the hazardous dice and box and 
the roulette table, or keno’s imaginative 
corrective powers, 

The indisposition to labor without the 
stimulant of reward promotes idleness, 
nud the brain actively sets about concoct- 
ing deviltry of every kind, which often re- 
sults in immoral or criminal enterprises 
that may result in the wreck of body and 
character. ä 

The cause, in chief, of the recurrence an- 
nually of “hard times” in this planting 
district, is a want of diversity of pursuits 
and the idiosyncraey of our people, that 
disposes them to risk their all upon the 
growth of the cotton stalk. _ 

In Georgia, this year, our people indulged 
rather largely in commercial fertilizers, 
and failed to avail themselves of the 
strengthening power of planting an abun- 
dant “rep of corn. 

Thoug:. last year, about this time, the 
violence of the attack of hard times afford- 
ed a severe lesson, t Was unheeded. Hence 
the appearance of th? present epidemic 
in u form rather aggravatcd as compared 
with that of last summer. 

It is time our people should sertously 
consider the means of preventing the a- 
’ nual recurrence of this enervating and 
demoralizing disease. While the paroxysm 
is on, but little can be done, save to guard 
the sufferers against the demoralization to 
which it encourages. For it is as preva- 
lent among us this season, bound to run 
on until the autumn leaves begin to fall, 
and the frosty cotton exerts its bracing 
tonic influences. 

But be it remenibered, that when deal- 
ing with ills, incident to either flesh, so- 
clety or commerce, an ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure.” 

The only rational prophylactic against 
this periodical scourge is to be found in a 
rational diversification of the pursuits of 
the people and an abundance of cheap 
provisions. These secured and prepared 
in anticipation of another summer’s sol- 
stice, will prevent the recurrence of me 
unpleasant scourge—a consummation mos 
devoutly to be wished. For no affliction 
is more enervating,,discouraging and de- 
moralizing than a serious epidemic o 
“hard times.” 1
